TALL proper names of men, women, coon- 
XjL tries, towns, (hips, rivers, winds, days, 
months, feafons, firnamts, ought to begin with 
a capital or great letter. 

The firft word of every epiftle, book, chap- 
ter, verfe, note, bill, bond, &c. begins with a 
capital letter. 

Any word fhouM begin with a capital Iet« 
ter, when there's a force, emphafis, or confix 
derable firefs of the author's fenfe laid on it. 

Every fentence after a full ftop or period, 
ought to begin with a capital letter. And 
every line or verfe in poetry. 

If any notable faying or pafTage of an au- 
thor be quoted in his own words, it begins with 
a capital-, tho' it be not immediately after a 
full flop. 

Where capitals are usM in whole word» and 
fentences, fomcthing is exprefsM extraordinary 
great, as JESUS OF NAZARETH, KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

Capital letters are written in the titles of 
books, amK£gnr, for ornament's fake. 

A capital Utter ought not to be written in 
the iniddie of a word amongft fmall letters ; 
cxixpt in anagrams*
